Looming for Province

Tse SAANICH PROPOSAL FOR 
development of the Elk-Beaver 
Lake parkland area offers a. feas- 
ible program of improvement for a 
situation that has remained neglect- 
ed for too long. The plan would 
have Saanich provide about $58,- 
000 a year for development of fa- 
cilities near the lakes if Victoria, 
which owns the property, would 
guarantee permanence by dedicat- 
ing the land for park use. 

This would give the Elk-Beaver

proved parklands throughout the 
capital region, and in the recent an- 
nual balloting was successful in win- 
ning public support for purchase of 
thie valuable McRae estate for park 
and recreation purposes. 

' All these are excellent moves at 
this time.

the Future 


British. Columbia and Canada lose 
heavily when fire destroys timber 
that has been saved by quota from 
the logger’s saw. 


It is not likely that full control 
of fires can be achieved, especially 
those caused by lightning in isolated 
areas. But the degree of protection 
is proportionate to the amount of 
preparation made, and this is direct- 
ly dependent on the finances avail- 
able. 


This is a matter on which the 
public should inform itself more 
thoroughly. It is important that we 
make sustained yield a reality. Our 
trees—and there are no better for 
their particular purposes anywhere 
in’ the world— grow more slowly 
than do trees in some other places. 
It takes about 75 years for the most 
useful varieties to reach maturity. 
Elsewhere the time is much shorter. 


This means that in British Co- 
lumbia we must have a larger 
supply of trees than faster-growing 
areas such as the southern pine re- 
gion because we have to wait longer 
for new growth to mature. As long 
as the cut is being replaced by new 
growth, British Columbia can be 
sure of sustained yield. This cannot 
happen if the annual increment is 
wasted by fire or inefficient utiliza- 
tion. 


McKee warning. We have come a 
long way in the last 20 years, since 
Mr. H. R. MacMillan, himself a’ 


former chief forester, declared that , 


loggers were “mining” the “forests 


. and, unchecked, would eliminate the 


resource, But we have not yet 
reached the point of guaranteed 
supply for future generations. 


A Precarious Balance 


i hd MONETARY POLICY 
changes put into effect earlier 
this month prove insufficient to cool 
off the growing threat of inflation, 
the government will be forced early 
in'the new year to consider fiscal 
policy changes which could be highly 
unpopular with the electorate. 


The most likely change, and the 
easiest to put into effect, would be 
increases in corporate and personal 
income taxes. Tax boosts would have 
the effect of quite quickly sopping 
up any excess spending capacity in 
the economy both at the individual 
and corporate levels, Unfortunately 
for government it seems highly un- 
likely that either individuals or cor- 
porations would agree that they are 
the culprits in the spending spree of 
the last few years who have caused 
prices to rise and the economy to 
become vulnerable to inflationary 
forces. 


Large numbers of Canadians 
have become painfully aware only

heavily they are being, hit by price 
increases. While the boost in per 


capita income has been sharp over 
the past year, rising prices have 
succeeded in negating a ldfge part 


of the rise. If higher personal in- 
come taxes were to be imposed they 
could well Wipe out the remaining 
part of the year’s gain. 

Canadian business and industry 
generally is also in much the same 
bind. Profits, both as a percentage 
of sales and as a percentage of in- 
vested capital, have not been rising 
at a rate consistent with the need

',. The really delicate problem fac- 
ing the government if it decides tax 
increases are necessary is how much 
the country can stand without being 
plunged into deflation and an eco- 
nomic shimp.

The President is now compelled to 
decide whether he will contract some of 
his undertakings or, in order to preserve 
them and yet keep the budget financially 
respectable, to raise taxes. Yet, though 
whichever course he chooses will be un- 
, the real problem of the country 
is not financial. The country can easily 
afford to pay for all these operations 
Viet Nam, poverty, moon. 


No Sentimentalists 


The real pinch comes from the fact 
that money will not buy enough tech- 
nicians and trained men, qualified ad- 
ministrators commanders, nor will it 
buy the morale and the attention and the 
variegated energy which would be need- 
ed to carry out effectively and success- 
fully all the commitments at home and 
around the globe. 

Only those who suffer from the de- 
fusion of omnipotence will think that this 
country can réconstruct its own society, 
can fight a major war in Asia and can 
police the world from Berlin “to Korea, 
from central Asia to South America. 

The real budgetary problem is not in 
the amount of money expended and 
money received: it is that our commit- 
ments as compared with our intellectual 
and moral assets are grossly out of bal- 
ance. That is the reason why the more 
the Asian war expands, the more the 
domestic war on poverty.is bound to 
contract. 

There is an ominous portent in the 
evolution of the Johnson administration— 
the. portent of failure after the bright 
hopes of its beginning — because the 
President has not taught himself to meas- 
ure his ambitions and his abilities against 
his own and the nation’s capacity. In the 
past year since his inauguration his com- 


would. be, of course, a mullti-lateral con- 
trol of American military actions all over 
the globe, including Viet Nam and the 
Dominican Republic. 

The same kind of softness and un- 
realism has brought the administration 
to the verge of what UN Ambassador 
Arthur Goldberg has just described as 
“a great crisis of tonfidence ... over 
whether . . . we in the administration 
... really are pursuing @ path to peace.” 
The President and Secretary Rusk and 
Secretary McNamara have said-refeat- 
‘edly that we are not fighting to establish 
Ses apes military base in South Viet 

am. : 

Why theri should there still be “great 
concern” about what we meah? Because 
Secretary Rusk has in effect made it a 
condition of our leaving South Viet Nam 
that there’ be a government in Saigon 


which is stable and secure and has come 
to no agreement with the Viet.Cong, who 
now occupy more than half the country. 
This condition is almost certainly equiva- 
lent to saying we shall never Jeave South 
Viet Nam, 

We are in deepening trouble because 
we are too proud to face up to the reality, 
too proud to recognize a mistake. It has 
been said that a sentimentalist is a man 
who knows the value of everything and 
the price of nothing. 

It must be said that high policy today 
is in the. hands of men who know the 
value of freedom, peace, righteousness 
and justice in human affairs, but are all 
too little aware of the price that must 
be paid. to defend them and promote 
them. For this there will be a reckoning.

Montreal Le Devoir 

For -several years we have preoccu- 
pied ourselves more and more with the 
future of the French language in Quebec.

Provincial and municipal , 
governments are almost completely 
French, The majority of newspapers and 
schools are also French. 

Nevertheless, for those who examine 
the situation closely, there is an ex- 
tremely grave problem.

It builds a disproportionately 
large number of the world’s 
ships, and has recently 
launched a 150,000-ton tanker, 
which, despite being the 
world’s largest ship, is. so 
automated that, it’ requires 
only 29 men to operate it.

Japan has ar- 
rived. But what so irritates 
the Japanese is that nobody 
seems to care, least of all the 
Americans.

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Visit From Whistling Swans 
Attracts Interest in Victoria

The first weeks of winter bring with them 
the usual birds-that-have-beeri-absent fromthe 
city duting the summer and fall months— 
familiar kinds such as juncos, towhees and 
varied thrush. 

Bush-tits, robins, chicka- 
dees and finches which are 
with us all year round 
flock up and begin to roam 
around in congenial bands, 
th@ir territorial habits aban- 
doned until next breeding 
season begins. A few 
casual migrants drop in 
for a brief stay before mov- 
ing south—pérhaps a pair 
of snow geese or individual . 
Wilson snipe. Occasionally a few of these may 
even spend the winter wn if conditions are to 
their liking. 

The comings and goings of most of these 
birds pass unnoticed by the casual observer;

’ they are mainly of interest to the keen bird- 


watcher or to the proprietor of a well-patron- 
ized feeding station. Occasionally, however, 
some arrivals attract considerable attention, 
even’from people who ordinarily pay little heed 
to birds. 

Such is the case with the whistling swans 
that have been turning up along the coast dur- 
ing the past few weeks, Their large size and 
distinctive appearance catch the eye of even 
the most disinterested person and when such 
large white birds hang around areas near a 
well-travelled highway they usually become 
newsworthy. 

er, * * * 

For many years swans have been on the 
protected list, yet a few are shot each season 
and. the resulting publicity also builds up pub- 
lie interest. The reason they are classed as a 
non-game bird is not because they are rare but 
because they are almost indistinguishable from 
the trumpeter swan which is precariously low 
in numbers. 

Even though whistling swans are fairly 
numerous, it. would be fool-hardy to permit 
shooting of these birds; they are such, easy 
targets their numbers would-be—quickty-Te= 


duced by hunting and their reproductive poten- 
tial is so-slow recovery would be questionable. 

Our two species of nafive swans are re- 
markably alike. The whistler is the smaller, 
seldom exceeding 20 pounds in weight and 
measuring about four feet in total length. The 
bill of the adult is black and often has a yellow 
spot at the base; the legs and feet are also 
black. The bill of the trumpeter is black also 
but never shows a yellow spot and the legs and 
feet have a yellowish tinge in young birds, be- 
coming putty-colored in the adult. Howeyer, 
these differences are hard to spot in the field 
with the result that the two birds are often 
confused. Some birds can be identified only 
by an expert and this may involve dissection, 
since the major structural difference between 
the two species is found in the formation of the 
breast-bone. 

» * = * 


Of course there is also a third kind of swan / 
in our area, the so-called mute swan commonly ~ 
associated with lakes and ponds in public 
parks. This is a European species distingvished 
by the presence of a knobby swelling at the 
base of the bill and by the habit of carrying 
the neck in°a graceful curve. Most are do- 
mesticated or semi-domesticated but a few live 
in the wild state independent of man, The 
mute swans on Beaver and Elk Lakes, near 
Victoria, are descendants of city-bred birds. 

Our current visitors, however, are appar- 
ently all whistling swans. Some that have 
been shot or found dead have been young birds, 


- under normal weight and in rather poor condi- 


tion, which suggests they were stopping off to 
rest and to regain their health. Those that 
were guzzling in-thé fields of the Saanich Pen- 
insula last week and which are probably still 
present have probably found an ample source 
of food in unharvested potatoes. One wonders 
how far they will spread the golden nematode 
when-_they_and_their_companions, the-widgeon 
and other puddle ducks, take off for other 
parts! ‘
